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DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

1 . Receipt is acknowledged of papers submitted under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 9(a)-(d), wliich 
papers have been placed of record in the file. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement filed February 25, 2004 fails to comply with 
37 CFR 1.98(a)(3) because it does not include a concise explanation of the relevance, 
as it is presently understood by the individual designated in 37 CFR 1.56(c) most 
knowledgeable about the content of the information, of each patent listed that is not in 
the English language. It has been placed in the application file, but the information 
referred to therein has not been considered. 

The documents (two non-patent documents) have not been considered because 
they do not include the explanation of the relevance. Further, the web site provided by 
the Applicants in the second other document contains no data. 

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show 
every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the switching means 
recited in claim 3 must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new 
matter should be entered. 
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Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in 
reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the Immediate 
prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. The figure or figure 
number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as "amended." If a drawing figure 
is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from the replacement sheet, 
and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and appropriate 
changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering 
of the remaining figures. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of an 
application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, 
the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next 
Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities; at page 1 1 , 
line 21, "a Q and 1" should be "an I and Q". Appropriate correction is required. 

5. The lengthy specification has not been checked to the extent necessary to 
determine the presence of all possible minor errors. Applicant's cooperation is 
requested in correcting any errors of which applicant may become aware in the 
specification. 
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Claim Objections 

6. Claims 1-3 are objected to because of the following informalities: 

In claim 1, lines 4 and 9, "having" and "any code contained" should be 
"comprising" and "contained", respectively. 

In claim 2, lines 13 and 15, the word "set" should be deleted to avoid the 
antecedent basis of "the plurality of first sets of distinguishing data" recited in the later 
claim. 

In claim 2, line 14, the word "narrows" should be "narrow". 

The dependent claim 3 is objected because it depends upon claim 2. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

7. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

.8. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In both claim 1 (lines 14-15) and claim 2 (lines 9-10), the term "the plurality of • 
sets of object data" lacks antecedent basis. 

The dependent claim 3 is rejected because it depends upon claim 2. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

9. Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

10. Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
objection(s) set forth in this Office action. 



Conclusion 

1 1 . The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Chau et al. relates to a spread spectrum communication equipment of receiving 
signals each having a different identical code, only those having the same ID code as 
that of the equipment itself can be inputted. 

Sato relates a received path timing detecting circuit at a receiver in a base station 
in a cellular system using for mobile phones and cellular phones in a DS-CDMA system. 

Loomis et al. relates to a GPS receiver for an « A » time period having « A » time 
segments and integrating the GPS signal for a "B" time period having "B" time 
segments, where the "A" time segments and the "B" time segments alternate, for signal 
acquisition at a low signal strength.
